Little Change In Condition 


Of Aged President Of 


Germany Today

N E U D E C K , Germany, 


AUK. 1.—Adolf Hitler, Nazi 
dictator of Germany, paid 
his respects and \rhah may 
be his last visit to his titular 
chief, the aged 
Von HindeiiburK here today. 


He gave-to the old warrior, Iigru- 
bg desperately for his life against 
the slow spread of toxemia, 
the 


wishes of the German nation for his 
recovery. 
Hitler arrived at 1:15 p. rn. <8:lj 
a m E. D. T.) after a journey of 
more than eight hours. 
He flew 


from Templehof airdrome, Berlin, 
to Marienburg, 50 miles from here, 
and motored to the estate of the 
president.. 


Taken lo Sick Room 


Immediately after his arrival the 


chancellor was taken into the sick 
room of the president. He remained 
there for some time. 


An official statement declared that 


"the chancellor paid a visit to the 
president, who is seriously ill. arid 
Bave the heartiest expression of his 
own and the entire nation's wishes 
for the recovery of the venerable 
field marshal president." 


The chancellor spent Vwo hours 


with his dying chief and then re- 
turned to Marienburg. preparatory 
to flying back to Berlin tonight. 


Hitler sat at the bedside and 


talked with the president. Despite 
his -weakness Von Hindenburg was 
able to carry on his part of the con-

Irom the Castie of Ham. near Stee- 
nockerzeel, where Otto,, his mother, 
the former Empress Zila, and a 
small entourage have been making 
their home since they chose Belgium 
as a place of exile. 


Otto ha.s frequently said that he 


only awaits a call from Austria to 
return and he believes with avowed 
monarchists in power -at Vienna 
once more the time is about ripe. 


i 
Silence At Castle. 


Brussels, Aug. 1.—Strict silence 


was maintained at the Castle of 
Ham at Steenockerzeel today re- 
garding the Archduke Otto's report- 
ed plans to dash to Austria for a 
restoration of the Hapsburg mon- 
archy. 


His private secretary refused to 


confirm or deny International News 
Service dispatches from Strasbourg, 
France. 
The Belgian, government recently 


made it kno'wn that It -would not In- 
terfere with Otto's departure at any 
time he first notified the foreign of- 
flce so that the Information might 
be imparted at once to the Interest- 
ed 1'oreign powers. 


The French government Is Inclin- 


ed to favor a Hapsburg restoration 
with Otto on the throne as a means 
of stabilizing the Austrian situation. 
Italy, Jugo-Slavia and other neigh- 
bors of Austria will oppose the re- 
turn of the Hapsburgs.

How does the change in seasons 


come about? Why is it that spring, 
summer, autumn and winter follow 
one another with such regularity? 


The answer lies in the fact that 


the earth, In addition to Its motion 
on its own axis and. its motion 
around the sun, has still another, a 
movement of its axis, tilting back 
and forth on its annual journey. 


Tilled Axis 


During the summer in the north- 


ern hemisphere the northern end of 
the axis is tilted toward the sun to 
a degree that the regions near the 
North Pole have constant daylight 
during the entire 24 hours! This is 
a condition known as the "mid- 
night sun". 
The entire northern 


hemisphere at this time is enjoying 
warmer weather. The opposite is 
true in winter, when the South Pole 
is tilted toward the sun and the 
North Pole away from it, so that 
the region around the northern 
polar cap experiences a long dark 
period, the sun not rising above the 
horizon. 
The southern hemisphere 


at this time Is enjoying its summer, 


This tilting of the earth's axis Is 


easily noticeable to the individual 
by trie position of the sun in the 
• 


heavens at any time during the 
year. In the northern hemisphere 
the sun begins to climb in the sky 
shortly after December 21 and con-

How does the change in seasons 


come about? Why is it that spring, 
summer, autumn and winter follow 
one another with such regularity? 


The answer lies in the fact that 


the earth, in addition to Its motion 
on its own axis and its motion 
around the sun, has still another, a 
movement of Its axis, tilting back 
and forth on its annua.1 journey. 


Tilted Axis 


During the summer in the north- 
ern hemisphere the northern end of 
the axis is tilted toward the sun to 
a degree that the regions near the 
North Pole have constant daylight 
during the^ entire 24 hours! This is 
a condition known as the "mid- 
night sun". The entire northern 
hemisphere at this time is enjoying 
warmer weather. 
The opposite Is 


true in winter, when the South Pole 
is tilted toward the sun and the 
North Pole away from it, so that 
the region around the northern 
polar cap experiences a long dark 
period, the sun not rising above the 
horizon. The southern hemisphere 
at this time is enjoying its summer. 


This tilting of the earth's axis is 


easily noticeable to the individual 
by the position of the sun in the 
heavens at any time during the 
year. In the northern hemisphere 
the sun begins to climb in the sky 
shortly after December 21 and con- 
tinues to do so throughout the 
spring, reaching its highest point to- 
ward the latter part of June, when 
it begins to sink again. The oppo- 
site is true of the southern hemi- 
sphere. 


Other Planets 


Not all planets have the same 


tilt to their axes. As a consequence 
the seasons on the various plants 
must vary. Mars, Saturn and Nep- 
tune are tilted at about the same 
degree as the earth, but Uranus 
seems to have a much higher slope

CONTROLLING CLIMATE 


The greatest tree-planting project ever undertaken in the 
United 


States and the greatest in the world with the exception of Russia, soon is 
to be Inaugurated in the Great Plains area. The project is to cost around 
$75,000,000, and 10 years will be required for its completion. 


From the Canadian border to the Texas panhandle, and well into 


the latter, a belt of .'trees 100 miles wide will be planted. 
The belt will 


consist of 100 strips of trees with a mile of farm land between the strips. 
Should expectations be realized, the most ideal farming conditions will 
exist between these windbreaks. - 


The project is to be in the nature of an experiment for the purpose of 


correcting present conditions of climate that cause 
drouths. 
It 
will 


stretch through the heart of that part of the country now being ravaged 
by drouth. 
It represents .another effort by man to control the forces 


of nature. 


"Man can not change all the forces of weather," said Chief Forester 


F. A. Silcox, in discussing the program, "but he can modify his own sur- 
roundings. 
He can ameliorate the effects of weather on a large scale, 


just as he can around his own home.1' 


Breaking of the surface velocity of the wind over a large area, he ex- 


plained, would mean soil would be held in place, the moisurc retained and 
living conditions for man and beast greatly improved. 


Planting of trees as windbreaks has been done on a small scale with 


favorable results.

In the majority ot wars proximity of the warring nations has had a 


large part in creating the dissension. 
The boundary lines often were 


the primary causes. 
But through all these wars, Canada and the United 


States, separated only by the Great Lakes and an imaginary line, have 
never faltered in the maintenance of their friendship. 
There have been 


differencs between the two countries, moments of disagreement over vari- 
ous questions which affected both, but they always have been adjusted In 
Bn amicable manner and there never even was talk or war.

The project is to be in the nature of an experim ent for the purpose of 
Correcting present conditions of clim ate th a t cause 
drouths.

“Man can not change all the forces of w eather,” said Chief Foiestei

roundings. 
He can am eliorate the effects of weather on a large scale, 


just as he can around his own home. 
Breaking of the surface velocity of the wind over a large area, he ex­ 
plained, would m ean soil would be held in place, the moisure retained and 
living conditions for m an and beast greatly improved.

N iagara Falls, N. Y., in September, to comm emorate the rehabilitation of 
old Fort Niagara. 
This friendship has stood firm during a period which has experi­ 
enced m any arm ed conflicts. 
It is recalled offhand th a t history records 
In th a t time the Mexican and Crimean wars. 
Then there was our own 
Civil 
war, 
the 
Franco-Prussian, 
Spanish-A m erican, 
R usso-Japanese, 
Chinese-Japanese, and oi course, the most devastating of all wars, in 
which m any nations were involved. 
In the m ajority of wars proximity of the warring nations has had a 
large part in creating the dissension. 
The boundary lines often were 
Ihe prim ary causes. 
But through all these wars, C anada and the United 
States, separated only by the G reat Lakes and an im aginary line, have 
never faltered in the m aintenance of their friendship. 
There have been 
differencs between the two countries, m oments of disagreem ent over vari­ 
ous questions which affected both, but they always have been adjusted in 
an amicable m anner and there never even was talk of war. 
There is a 
lot to think about in that.

The countries th at are crying it 
most loudly were the ones th at p a r­ 
titioned Austria following the World 
war. 
The nation of 51 million persons 
became a nation of six and one-half 
million persons, half the size of the 
state of Georgia, 
It was 
so 
cunningly conceived 
th at it could not possibly exist eco­ 
nomically. 
Vienna, 
the 
capital, 
comprised 
one-third 
the 
population. 
There 
were insufficient producing lands to 
m aintain it, or to m aintain any 
country. 
As a result, Austria fell into the 
hands of dictators when its people, 
suffering deprivation and despair, 
turned to any hands th at would 
promise “rescue”. 
On a large scale, m uch the same 
occurred in Germany. 
The seeds sown by the post-war 
treaties have m atured as arm ies of 
hate and persecution. 
And, nowT, as usual, Europe cries 
to America: 
“Save freedom! Save dem ocracy!” 
Ask any senator what he thinks 
of that.

DICTATORS 
There ought to be no shock when 
a dictator comes to a violent end, 
no m atter how terrible we may feel 
concerning it. 
The Bible tells us th at he who 
lives by the sword perishes by it. 
The late Chancellor Dollfuss held 
power by arm ed force. 
He elim inated the only people who 
could have helped him against the 
Nazis—elim inated them by m achine 
gun fire, and by hanging.

Prince von Starhem berg, the new 
chancellor of Austria, has been its 
dictator literally since last Febru­ 
ary, when he “wiped o ut” the So­ 
cialists with m achine guns. 
He is .35. the owner of 16 castle«, 
a m onarchist and is opposed to aii 
forms of democracy, 
j 
He once appeared before parlia­ 
m ent in riding breeches to show' his 
contem pt for such democratic in- 
j stitutions as parliam ents. 
He was with Hitler in the M unich 
beer putsch of 1923. He was arrest­ 
ed and fined $28. Later he broke 
with Hitler and term ed him a m an 
“of illegitim ate birth who happens 
to speak the G erm an tongue”. 
His own Iron Guard is the dom i­ 
nan t force of Austria.

i extra-legal force th at wiped out the 
■ Socialists and their homes with a 
brutality which shocked the world. 
Von Starhem berg, how'ever, is de­ 
scribed as not believing in an ti- 
Semitism.

But above all he is for calling

CONTROLLING CLIMATE 


The greatest tree-planting project ever undertaken in the 
United 


States and the greatest in the world with the exception of Russia, soon is 
to be inaugurated in the Great Plains area. The project is to cost around 
$75.000,000, and 10 years will be required for its completion. 


From the Canadian border to the Texas panhandle, and well into 


the latter, a belt of trees 100 miles wide will be planted. 
The belt will 


consist of 100 strips of trees with a mile of farm land between the strips. 
Should expectations be realized, the most ideal farming conditions will 
exist between these windbreaks. 


The project is to be in the nature of an experiment for the purpose ol 


correcting present conditions of climate that cause 
drouths. 
It 
-will 


stretch through the heart of that part of the country now being ravaged 
fcy drouth. 
It represents .another effort by man to control the forces 


of nature. 


"Man can not change all the forces of weather," said Chief Forester 


F. A. Silcox, in discussing the program, "but he can modify his own sur- 
roundings. 
He can ameliorate the effects of weather on a large scale, 


just as he can around his own home." 


Breaking of the surface velocity of the wind over a large area, he ex- 


plained, would mean soil would be held in place, the moisurc retained and 
living conditions for man and beast greatly improved. 


Planting of trees as windbreaks has been done on a small scale with 


favorable results.

PROVISIONS Or LAW 


NOT CLEAR AS YET 


Although the provisions of the, 


old age pension act do not go into I 
effect in Pennsylvania until De- 
cember, 1934, the local board that 
will administer it has about 500 
applications on hand. The act -will 
be administered here by the moth- 
ers' assistance board, which also 
handles the blind pensions, 


The workings of the act are not 


yet entirely clear, but undoubtedly 
will be clarified in the near future. 
The act says that all persons over 
70 years of age who are indigent 
and have no one legally liable lor 
their support are entitled to S30 per 
month, and in the case o£ a man 
and wife $45 per month, providing 
they have been residents of Penn- 
sylvania for 10 years. 


It is not known yet whether this 


is taken to mean that if a man or 


woman has a son or daughter able 
to work that they are liable for the 
support of the aged person. 


Every person over 70 who requests 


it is being registered by the local 
mothers' assistance board. The ap- 
plications are not in yet and will 
likely not be. "When they arrive the 
board expects to establish an office 
where they can administer the act.

HENRY FORD was seventy-one 
ears old Monday. 
Nearly sixty years ago, he thought 


he was old enough to earn his own 
iving and got a job at two dollars a 
week in a Detroit machine shop, 
where he worked all day six days a 
week. .Two dollars a week was not 
quite enough. When the machine 
shop closed at six o'clock, young 
Henry went to work as clerk in a 
jewelry shop that kept open late. 
There he made one dollar and a 
lalf per week more. On three dol- 
lars and a half a week he could live.

HERODOTUS TELLS about that, 


and in these "pure movie" days, 
Nicholas Schenck, or some other 
enius, might make a good m6vie of 
t. Arlon, wishing to shine far from 
his little island, traveled in Sicily, 
and other foreign parts, much ap- 
plauded, well paid. -He sailed for 
lome from Tareritum with his gate 
receipts and the sailors determined 
.o get his money, ordered him to 
till himself on the ship'or jump 
into the sea. Arion decided to jump, 
but remembering his public, asked 
permission to sing one last song. 
Playing his accompaniment on the 
lyre, or cithara, he sang, played and 
jumped. Imagine the sailor's sur- 
prise when they saw a dolphin that 
had listened, entranced by the mu- 
sic, draw up alongside the poet, take 
him on his back and carry him to 
shore with the speed that lets a dol- 
phin swim easily around a fast 
steamer.

She married, respect- 
ably, and had a beautiful little 
daughter, named Clies, after Sap- 
pho's grandmother.

Carl Hubbel! — King Carl — the man 


who struck put Ruth, Gehrig and 
Foxx in order, suffered three con- 
secutive defeats before regaining his 
stride by hurling a four-hit game 
against the Phils last Sunday. Was 
the all-star game responsible for 
these setbacks? It may have been. 


Certainly the lean southpaw must 


have put everything he had Into 
each pitch during the three Innings 
he was on the mound in the inter- 
league fray. He probably knew he 
was to pitch only one-third of the 
game and set his pace accordingly. 
Striking out six men and allowing 
no runs in three innings against the 
greatest hitters in the American 
league wasn't Just an ordinary day's 
work even tor Cart Hubbell. 


Since that game, the screwball 


hurler has been defeated by St. 
Louis, Chicago and Cincinnati. He 
was shelled from the mound in the 
Cardinal game but the 3-2 defeat by 
Cincinnati and the Cubs' 2-1 tri- 
umph were heartbreakers. 


When a. pitcher suffers such de- 


feats as the latter two he usually 
receives condolences from the fans 
for the failure of his mates to give 
him proper swatting support . How- 
ever, Hubbell is far better than the 
average pitcher and consequently is 
usually able to win such games. 


The mark of superiority of a great 


pitcher over a good pitcher is his 
ability to win such games as these. 
Hurlers of Hubbell's class usually 
keep just a little ahead of the. oppo- 
sition at all times. They don't al- 
low their opponents to forge ahead 
and then hold them in check until 
their team can score a few runs. 
Many good pitchers lose such games 
but it doesn't often happen to great 
pitchers. 


So In suffering the recent setbacks 


the Oklahoman wasn't pitching in 
the usual Hubbell fashion. 
Those 


three innings in which King Carl 
performed his hitherto unbelievable 
strike-out feat could easily 
have 


caused the slump. 


However, the great southpaw has 


now returned to his winning ways. 
It took him a few weeks to recover 
but the baseball world now rejoices 
since Carl Hubbell has proved he 
can still come through with shut- 
outs when his mates can produce 
only a slim margin for him. 


JOE HAUSER 


Joe Hauser, the man who gained 


more publicity as a minor leaguer 
than he did when in the majors, still 
has misfortune on his trail. A frac- 
tured kneecap, the same type of in- 
Jury which has kept him out of the 
majors for almost ten years, now 
threatens to cut short his career as 
a minor league home-run idol. 
The Minneapolis slugger would 


probably have been one of the game's 
brightest stars if he had not suffer- 
ed the injury to his kneecap in 1925. 
A capable fielder, who even when 
a rookie under Connie Mack, had 
no difficulty hitting big league pitch- 
ing, Joe has had to be content with 
being a star in the minors. 


Hauser's case is one of the real 


tragedies of baseball. 
However, it 


shows the indomitable spirit of the 
big first baseman: Forced to play 
In the minors even though he knew 
hs had the ability to be a major 
league star, Joe has overcome his 
handicap to gain more popularity 
than many of the major league per- 
formers.
